The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Non-elected claims 1-9 are cancelled to put application in condition for 
allowance 

• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 1 0-1 8 are the inclusion of an 
inkjet printer comprising a plurality of head groups, each group comprises a 
plurality of line heads ejecting different color inks, each of the line heads 
comprises a plurality of nozzles that are arrayed at intervals of predetermined 
number of pixels along a direction perpendicular to the conveyance direction, 
and the plurality of line heads in one head group are arranged according to 
the plurality of line heads in the other head group so as to dispose the 
plurality of nozzles in the line heads in one head group and the plurality of 
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nozzles in the line heads in the other head group on the same column along 
the conveyance direction, and the line heads having nozzles disposed on one 
same column jet the ink having different colors from each other. It is these 
limitations, either alone or combined as claimed, that have not been taught, 
found, or suggested by prior art.
